Art., having terminated by the expiration of the 
time for which he was detailed by the Secretary of War, it 
became necessary for the board to make application for a 
successor. A considerable number of officers, with honor- 
able record and strong credentials, made application to the 
board that their names be forwarded to the Secretary of 
War for appointment. In finally selecting ist Lieut. George 
Ruhlen, 17th Iuf., U. 8. A., as the officer for whom their 
application should be made, the trustees were assured of a 
firm and manly, but quiet and unobtrusive management of 
this somewhat difficult office. They take pleasure in saying 
that thus far their expectations have been fully met, and the 
department, in all its divisions, seems to be in harmonious 
and successful operation.”” With reference to the assign- 
ment of an eugineer officer of the Navy to duty at the Uni- 
versity, the trustees say: ‘‘ Under the provision of an act of 
Congress, passed Feb, 26, 1879, allowing the President of the 
United States, upon the application of an established acien- 
tific school or college within the United States, to detail an 
officer from the Engineer Corps of the Navy, as professor in 
such school or college, application was made by the board, 
September 23, 1881, to President Arthur for such detail. 
Documents attesting the scientific character of the Univer- 
sity accompanied the application, which was presented by 
the Hon. Geo. L. Converse, member of Congress from the 
12th District of Ohio. An acknowledgment of the applica- 
tion by the President was duly received, stating that it had 
been referred by him to the Secretary of the Navy, and the 
board is confident that the appointment will be made at an 
early day.”

The lawyers in 
Albany made their living out of law suits growing out of bad 
surveys made on his own estate. Then he thought that the 
engineers of the canal were not always competent.

Use of Public Animals.—Gan. C. C. Augur, U.S. A., com 
manding Department of Texas, ina recent General Order 
evinces his thoughtfulness for the welfare of the public ani- 
mals in his command by directing that public teams, attached 
to light, or spring wagons, furnished for transportation of 
officers, will not be driven to exceed four miles an hour on 
good roads, or three miles an hour on bad roads ; that ex- 
cept in a pressing emergency, the distance to be travelled 
over ggod roads will not exceed thirty miles a day, and over 
bad roads twenty-five miles a day, and that if there bea 
cavairy escort, it will not be required to move out of a walk, 
unless to avoid great danger, or to meet some pressing 
emergency connected with the public service. The hardy 
and useful mule is not forgotten, and it is directed that the 
usual rate of travel for a loaded mule team, or train, must 
not exceed two and a half mi'es per hour ; nor will mules 
hauling lightly loaded or empty wagons be allowed to travel 
over three miles an hour.

Cavalry Overcoats.—The dye from the yellow flannel lin- 
ing of the cavalry overcoats, having been reported to the 
Quartermaster-General as fugitive and doing much damage 
to the coats, the Quartermaster’s Department has been look- 
ing into the best way of removing the stains caused by the 
dye, and finds that it can be done by the application of a 
saturated solution of oxalic acid (1 part to 9 of water) with- 
out injury to the fabric. After thoroughly sponging off the 
stained parts with this solution the coats should be sponged 
with clean water, and after drying be thoroughly brusbed, to 
remove any of the crystals of the acid which might remain, 
otherwise they would dissolve on being wet and remove the 
color from the bright cape lining if brought into contact 
with it. The solution will turn the twist buttonholes red, 
bat a remedy for this is an application of aqua ammonia 
with a camel’s hair brush, which instantly restores the black, 
and brushing with clean water to remove the ammoniacal 
solution.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


ANOTHER strong volume, the fifth, has been added to 
the Messrs. Scrivner’s Sons ‘‘ Campaigns of the Civil 
War,” by Gen. F. W. Palfrey, ‘‘The Antietam and 
Fredericksburg.” As the colonel of one of the most 
gallant of the volunteer regiments, nnd also as a careful 
student of military history, Gen. Palfrey comes well 
equipped for his present task, which he performs with 
admirable skill. That his outspoken views will be re- 
ceived by all readers is impossible. He sharply criti. 
cises the generalship of McClellan at Antietam, and ut. 
terly condemns that of Burnside at Fredericksburg. 
Still, there is no mistaking the sincerity of the author’s 
convictions, and indeed, during the war, he was “a 
passionate enthusiast ” for McClellan. 

Gen. Palfrey rapidly sketches the manner in which 
Gen. McClellan took command in Virginia, after the 
relief of Gen. Pope. He then traces from point ta 
point Lee’s moves, showing that at the very outset, om 
the 18th of September, 1862, the falling of au order of 
Lee into McClellan’s hands gave the latter a splendid 
opportunity, and ‘‘ he almost grasped it, but not quite.” 
Then the battles of South Mountain and Antietam are 
carefully described. The conduct of Burnside in the 
latter battle, and particularly his long delay at the criti- 
cal moment, are censured. But pernaps the best gene- 
ral view of the author’s summary of Gen. McCleilan’s 
excellences and faults as a commander is the following: 


There was in McClellan a sort of incapacity of doivg any-. 
thing till an ideal completeness of preparation waa reached, 
and the prevalence of the commander-in-chie{ idea wag 
always pernicious to him, so that, from first to last, he nevex 
made his personal presence felt on a battle-tield. With the 
further remark that he seems to have been totally devad of 
ability to form a just estimate of the numerical strength of 
his opponent, our adverse criticisms come to an end, and it 
18 a relief to keep silence no lovger from good words. 

It is little to say that his character was reputable, but it is 
true. He was a courteous gentleman. Not a word was ever 
said against his way of life nor his personal integrity. No 
orgies disgraced headquarters while he was in command. 
His capacity and energy as an organizer are universally re~ 
cognized. He was un excellent strategist and in many 
respects an excelleut soldier. He dd not use his own troope 
with sufficient promptness, thoroughness and vigor, to 
achieve great and decisive results, but be was aftener suc~ 
cessful than unsuccessful with them, and he so conducted 
affairs that they never suffered heavily without inflicting 
heavy loss upon their adversaries. It muy appear a strange 
statement to follow the oiber matter which this volume con- 
tains, but is none the less true, that there are stroag grounds 
for believing that he was the best commander the Army of 
the Potomac ever had, No one would think for a moment of 
co pparing Pope or Burnside or Houker with him. The great 
wervice wnuich Meade repicred his country at Gettysburg, 
and the elevated churacter of the man, are adverse to tom 
close a scrutiny of his military ability. As for Grant, with, 
his grim tenacity, his hard sense, aud his absolute insensi-. 
vility to wounds and death, it may well be admitted thay 
ue was a good general for a rich and populous coyutiry in a 
contest with a p.or and thinly peopled land, but let any 
educated soldier ask himself what the result would have 
veen if Grant had had ouly Southern resources and Southern 
oumbers to rely on and use, and what will the answer be? 
While the Confederacy was young and fresh and 1ich, and 
its armies were numerous, McOlellan fought a good, wary, 
damaging, respectable fight against it. He was not so quick in 
learning to attack as Joe Johuston and Lee and Jackson were, 
but South Mountain and the Antietam showed that he had 
learned the lesson, and with lopger possession of command, 
greater things might fairly have been expected of him. Not 
tw mention such lamentable failures as Fredericksburg and 
Chancelloraville, it is easy to believe that with him in com~ 
mand, the Army of the Potomac would never have seen such 
dark days as those of the Wilderness and Cold Harbor, At 
the same time it must be admitted that, in such a war as the 
War of Secession, it would probably have been impossible to 
retain in command of the Army of the Potomac man who 
was not ouly a Democrat, but the probuble Democratic can 
didate for the Presidency at the next election, and that his 
removal was therefore only a question of time. A growing 
familiarity with his history as soldier iucreases the dispo- 
sition to regard him with respect and gratitude, and to 
velieve, while recognizing the limitations of his nature, that 
his failure to accomplish more was partly his misfortune and 
not altogether his fault. 

Burnside’s campaign of Fredericksburg is next de- 
scribed with an unsparing hand, and concerning him 
the following conclusions are reached : 

It is not pleasant to say the things which the course of 
this story has made it necessary to say of Burnside, but the 
true aim of history is the pursuit of truth. War is a very 
dreadful thing. It should be so waged as to do the greatest 
possible injury to the enemy with the least possible injury 
to one’s self. Then only it becomes merciful, and its ten- 
derest mercies are har Modesty is an amiable quality, 
but it is not what is wanted in the commander ef a hundred 
thousand men. No man should accept the command of an 
army who honestly feels himself unequal to it. No man 
should offer battle until he has satistied himself that the 
battle must be fought, and how it should be fought. No such 
necessity compelled Baruside, and no adequate preparation 
was le by him. If he intrigued for the command of the 
Army of the Potomac, it is hard to uaderstand how he ever 
could have slept soundly after the battle of Fredericksburg. 
{ft he did not, and his “‘nulo episcopari” was genuine, the 
recollection of tha 13th of December must still have been 

i to bim all his days. 
“hh veut be too soneh to say that there are no sadder 
stories in military history than that of the Army of the 
Potomac, but itsstoryis sad enough. Always better than its 
always ready to “stand in the evil hour,” and 
“* having done all to stand,” it marched and fought and hun- 
and thirsted for four long years, hardly ever animated 





victory. It showed in all that it endured and achieved, 
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that it was an admirable instrument for the hand that knew | 
how to wield it, but it never had the good fortune to be com- | 
manded by a soldier who was worthy of it. It fought 
through t» the end, it did its work, and gained its crown, but | 
its path was long and rough and seldom cheered, and one of | 
its saddest and sharpest experience was its brave, hopeless 
effort at Frederick burg. 

Gen. Palfrey’s volume shows thorough study of the 
events he discusses, and familiarity with the official 
documents bearing upon them. 

Ir has been found necessary to issue a second edition 
of ‘*‘ Through the Ranks to a Commission,” written by 
a British army officer now deceased. We noticed this 
work favorably about a year ago, and predicted then 
that the truthfulness of the narrative and the natural 
style in which it was written would result in large suc- 
cess. The work is published by Macmillan and Co., 
of London, Eng., and New York. 

In a memoir, just published in Russia, on the 
geodetic work ie by the Russian officers in 
1877-79 in Bulgaria, Roumelia, and a part of Turkey 
proper, we find some interesting details on the contour 
of the region. Over a thousand heights were measured 
with such accuracy that the errurs tor the points most 
distant from the Black Sea are Jess than two metres. 
According to these measurements the Balkan range over 
the whule stretch from the Black Sea to the town of 
Kotel no where reaches a height of 3,500 ft. The 
average height of the range between Kotel and Mount 
Kuruja varies between 3,500 ft. and 4,500 ft. The 
highest peaks of the range on Yumrukchal, 7,826 ft. ; 
Kademlin, 7,455 ft. ; Ambaritza, 7,106 ft. Muss Alla, 
the higkest peak of the whole peninsula, is 9,590 ft. 
The mountains on the Turco-Servian froutier reach a 
height of from 4,000 ft. to 5,000 ft., while towards the 
west they become gradually higher, the highest peak, 
Suvorudishte, near Novibazar, has a height of 6,608 ft. 
The heights between Adrianople and Constantinople are 
inconsiderable ; they are mostly not over 500 ft.; the 
most considerable height being Kushkaia, 1,282 ft. 


Hachette and Co., Paris, publish the ‘‘ Histoire du 
Gentil Seigneur de Bayard,” * modernized by Larchey 
from the old work published four years after Bayard’s 
death, and written by a soldier in Bayard’s company of 
a hundred lancers, who calls himself only ‘‘Le Loyal 
Serviteur.” This soldier is supposed to have been Jacques 
de Mailles, who acted as secretary to Bayard. He de- 
picts his master as a high-minded and pious soldier, 
who can yet be gay and lively in spirit. The well 
known record of his life is traced through the long cam- 
paigns of Charles VILI. and Louis XII. A character- 
istic anecdote is told of the time when the Duke of Ne- 
mours carried Brescia by assault, and Bayard was badly 
wounded and taken iuto the house of a rich citizen, 
where his presence served to protect the house from the 
pillage then customary in conquered cities. The lady 
of the house, when his wound was healed, offered him 
2,500 ducats as a ransom, claiming that she was in fact 
his prisoner, but presumably as an acknowledgment of 
his services in sparing her house from robbery. Bayard 
refused in vain; but, at lust, taking the money, divided 
it into three portions, two of a thousand ducats each, 
which he gave to his hostess’s two daughters for their 
marriage portion, while the remaining five hundred 
were to go to the poor nuns whose houses had been 
plundered by the soldiers.

Lippincott’s Magazine for February contains an in- 
teresting article by Charles Burr Todd, on ‘‘ The Cap- 
ture of Derne,” being an account of the expedition of 
General William Eaton in 1804 across the Libyan desert 
to Derne, and the assault and capture of that city. The 
article recalls vividly our affairs with Tripoli at that 
period, and the unfortunate termination of General 
Eaton’s career, who does not seem to have been par- 
ticularly well treated.

RECONSTRUCTION OF THE NAVY. 

In the Senate on Tuesday, Jan. 17th, Mr. Harris, 
from the Committee on Naval Affairs, reported this 
substitute from Mr. Hewitt’s resolution of Inquiry 
into the condition of the Navy: 

‘* Whereas, the President in his annual message to 
Congress recommends that the Navy be reconstructed 
in accordance with the report of the majority of the 
commission whieh had been organized by order of the 
Secretary of the Navy to consider the condition of the 
Navy and what measures should be taken to secure its 
efficiency ; and 
‘‘ Whereas full information is desirable in order to 
enable Congress to form an intelligent judgment upon 
the subject ; Therefore 

‘« Be it resolved, Tha! tlie Secretary of the Navy be 
requested to report to ‘his House at the earliest practi- 
cable time the views of the minority of said commis- 
sion as contained in the original and modified report of 
the minority, and the correspondence, if any, which led 
to the modifications; and that the Secretary of the Navy 
aiso report the name of each steamer in the Navy, speci- 
fying the material of which it is built; its mode of pro- 
pulsion, whether by side-wheel, propeller, or otherwise; 
its type of engine and indicated horse-power; its ton- 
nage and displacement ; when and where built, whether 
by the Government or by contract ; and also the amount 
of money expended in each fiscal year under each bu- 
reau since July 1, 1865, on each vessel; the aggregate 
cost to October 1, 1881, for construction and repair, 
steam engineering, equipment and recruiting, since the 
vessel was built; the number of miles steamed by each 
vessel as shown by logs since the vessel was built up 
to October 1, 1881; the consumption of coal per indica- 
ted horse-power per hour, as shown by the latest steam 
logs of each vessel received at the Department; the 
average speed per hour for twelve hours, under full 
boiler power snd under steam and sail of each vessel 
recorded in logs last received ; the present condition of 
the hull and machinery ; the condition and age of boil- 
ers, and the necessary time and cost to make each ves- 
sel efficient to engage in battle with an enemy of same 
general classification; and also what is the penetrating 
power in inches of solid iron armor at 1,000 yards’ dis- 
tance and the range of the most powerful gun actually 
in service, and how many of these guns are actually 
available for service.” 

In reply to an inquiry from Mr. Hewitt Mr. Harris 
stated that the amendments carried the inquiry back to 
July 1, 1865, instead of July 1, 1879, and asked for 
speed under steam and sail, instead of under full steam 

wer. The names of the Bureaus were also correct- 
ed. All else, he said, stands as the gentleman drew it.

I move to amend the resolution by striking out all 
that part which relates to a minority or supposed mi- 
nority report made to the Secretary of the Navy by part 
of a board organized by him, -whose duty it was to re- 
port to him for his information. 

Mr. Whitthorne—I hope my friend from Illinois will 
not insist upon that amendment. I call his atteution 
and that of the House to the fact that the minority of 
that advisory committee or hoard were com of 
constructors in the Navy; and it is important I conceive 
to the House, if the consideration of the question should 
come before the House, that it should have the views of 
the constructors of the Navy upon the character or type 
of ship to be built. It isimportant to a right under- 
standing of the question upon the part of the House and 
the country that the men who have been heretofore 
charged with the duty of construction should at least be 
granted a hearing for their views and opinions. 

Mr. Thomas—In support of the anendment I desire 
to call the attention of the House to the fact that this 
board was organized by the Secretary of the Navy, not 
under any authority granted by pepe nor 
in obedience to any resolution or mandate of Congress, 
but was organized by him for his own information, so 
that he might, as ene of the executive officers of the 
Government, report to the President of the United 
States his views with reference to the reconstruction of 
the Navy. This resolution comes in now and propane 
to extort from him the views of some of his subordinate 
officers, taken not for our information, or for the infor- 
mation of the country, but for his information alone. I 
protest, sir, against the Congress of the United States mix 
ing itself up in a contest or a difference of opinion betwen 
the different bureau officers of the Navy Department. 
It is true that there were different views expressed 
by members of that board, and that the men who live 
and have their places of business in offices comfortably 
and magnificently furnished in this city say that they 
know more about how a ship should be built than the 





men ‘‘ who go down to the sea in ships;” in other words, 
that they know more than the line officers, than those 
who command the ships; and because they were not 
able to impress the Secretary of the Navy with their 
views, so that be might adopt them ins of the views 
of the active, etticient officers of the Navy, they intend 
to have Congress extort from him the views they have 
expressed, so that they may go before the country. I 
protest against it. 

Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts—The Secretary of the 

Navy, in his report laid before us, has given us only the 
report made by the majority of that board. I have no 
doubt he intends to submit to Congress the minority re- 
port. But whether he does or not, I think I am au- 
thorized to say, representing the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of this House, that we want all the information 
we can get upon this subject, let it come from what 
source it may. 
Mr. Hewitt, of New York—I applied to the Secretary 
of the Navy for a report of the commission, both the 
majorty and the minority; but I was furnished only 
with a copy of the majority report. This subject of 
the reconstruction of the Navy is one of gravest conse- 
quences to this country, especia'ly in view of the pecu- 
liar foreign relations which have recently been inaugu- 
rated. For one I feel that we cannot take up this sub- 
ject too soon and pursue it orderly and intelligently to 
its conclusiou. In order to do that we want informa- 
tion, and it is a new doctrine propounded by the gentle- 
man from Illinois (Mr. Thomas) that information which 
has been gained by the Secretary of the Navy, or by 
any Secretary, is to he withheld from this House ; that 
a commissiou instituted by his authority is a private 
commission for his own persona] use. The expenses of 
that commission were paid by the country. The infor- 
mation procured by that commission belongs to the 
country. It is possible that the minority of thet com- 
mission may have had more knowledge, more informa- 
tion, more valuable views to communicate than even 
the majority. I kaow nothing about that. I want to 
arrive at an intelligent conclusion, in order that Con- 
gress may take prompt and earnest action on a subject 
which I believe to be one of the gravest consequence to 
the people cf this country. 

Mr. Thomas—It is urged by the gentleman from New 

York that this information was obtained at the expense 
of the country. This board was composed of otlicers 
of the Navy whose sole compensation was the salary 
they drew. Now, if we deem it importaut to obtain 
this information, let us summon before a committee of 
Congress, or before Congress, the offivers who have 
made this report, and let them give us the benefit of 
their views. Let us not attempt to slap the Secretary 
of the Navy in the face by forcing him to disclose what 
his subordinate officers may have stated to him for his 
information. What I object to is not the information, 
but the means resorted to to obtain it. I think that if 
we are in need of this information we should procure 
it in a legitimate manner. 
Mr. Robeson—The subject of the improvement of 
the Navy is one of the last importance to the House 
and to the country. There ought to be no disposition 
to enter upon its consideration without the fullest infor- 
mation. If anybody has any knowledge. or there has 
been gathered in any report, majority or minority, any 
information which throws light upon the subject, it is 
not only the right but the duty of Cengress to ask for it 
in a natural and regular way, and I think that we ought 
to do so promptly. Therefore the Committee on Na- 
val Affairs of this House this mening sare to this 
resolution with a single dissent upon this single point. 
I hope the resolution will be adopted without questi n 
and without delay, and I am sure no executive officer 
to whom it is respectfully addressed will have any feel- 
ing on the subjebt.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


CommoporE George M. Ransom will be relieved of the 
—— ot the Navy-yard, Boston, on the 15th of February 
next, 

ReaR-ApMIRAL CuiTz, in a letter dated Dec. 24, reports 
the health of officers and men of the Asiatic Squadron as 
excellent. We report the movem3uts of the vessels of the 
squadron under the several heads. Affairs in China and 
Jupan continue quiet. 

FIRE occurred in the construction store house adjoining 
the navigation rooms, at the Mare Island Navy-yard Jan. 7, 
about 10 p.m. It was promptly extinguished with a small 
loss to navigation, the damages to the petitions and the 
articles lost amoun' to about $250, the principal 
damage being to a lot of band instruments badly tered 
up, some lamps and lamp shades broken, and the interior of 
the chart room pretty well scorched and blackened. No 
charts or books were injured to any great extent, the princi- 





damage being from smoke. The fire had its origin in 
the waste box in which the sweepings of the floor were kept. 
How it originated could not be determined by the Board of 
Investigation. 

Tue Norfolk Landmark, of Jan. 15, says: Commander 
John F. McGlensey is in New York, and Lieut. Moore is 
in charge of the Department of Equipment and Recruiting. 
....-Paymaster C. W. Slamm, late iu charge of the Pay De- 
partment of the yard, is still in the city....A General Court- 
martial will convene at the Navy-yard on Tuesday for the 
trial of various enlisted men. Commodore Edward McCauley 
is president of the court....Chief Engineer P. A. Rearick, 
of the Franklin, repurted from leave yesterday....The 
revenue steamer Hamilton is at the yard coaling, and the 
coast survey steamer Bache is at the yard doing work along 
the river front....The steamer Pint« is the only vessel at 
the yard now undergoing repairs. The whole force of the 
Construction Department is engaged on her. 

A pespatcn from Newport states that H. D. Winsor, of 
New York, manager of the Lay torpedo, just returned from 
Russia, called at the torpedo station Jan. 17 on business con- 
nected with torpedo warfare. He states that the various 
torpedo interests represented by John L. Lay, W. W. Rowley, 
H. D. Winsor, George E. Haight, E W. Kellogg, George H. 
Reynolds, J. H. Robinson and others were consolidated in 
New York Jan. 16, and will hereafter be known as ‘“‘ The Lay 
Torpedo Company.” The consideration was about $400,000 
and a certain amount of stock in the new company to the 
various inventors who disposed of their patents in this 
manner. Mr. Lay will remain in Russia to superintend 
torpedo work for that government. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Times, adverting to 
the bill to give engineers in the Navy assimilated titles, says : 
“It seems unfortunate that, when all officers of the Navy 
should be united in asking for a Navy worthy of the flag 
and of the nation, and when the prosperity of the country 
affords reasonable hope that we may have increase in the 
efficient naval force of the country, this wail should arise 
for more title in a Navy that is, if an)thing, over-titled. 
The inferiority of our Navy is shown in a most marked 
manner in the deficient designs of engines and machinery 
generally, and the slow speed and inefficient engine power. 
The mercantile vessels steaming under our flag have marked 
superiority in speed over the naval vessels, and where 
mercantile vessels or steam yachts. transferred to the Navy, 
have been repaired or altered by the engineers of the Navy, 
a marked dimivution of speed has followed. Here, then, is 
a field for the engineers of the Navy ; let them improve in 
their professional attainments and not seek the vain glory of 
artificial rank.” 

SecRETARY FRELINGHUYSEN has reccived despatches from 
Mr. Hoffman, United States Charge at St. Petersburg, re- 
porting the action of the Russian authorities in aid of the 
survivors of the Jeimuette. On receipt of the President's 
orders to make provision for the payment of the.expenses 
of maintaining the rescued men and sending them to the 
United States, Mr. Hoffman had a couference with Gen, 
Ignatieff, who showed deep interest in the fate of the crew. 
He had already telegraphed to the Siberian anthorities to 
furnish the rescued men with money if needed, and with 
supplies of every kind, aud to place the imp rial telegraphs 
at their disposal. Active measures had also been taken for 
searching for the crew of the missing boat. Mr. Hoffman 
had telegraphed to Lieut. Melville for suggestions as to the 
best method of instituting a search for the lost boat’s crew. 
Mr. Bennett had put 6,000 roubles in Gen. [gnatieff’s hands, 
but the General said that no such provision was immediately 
necessary, a3 the Russian government was making all proper 
disbursements through the local authorities. Mr. Hoffman 
had made formal communication to the Russian Foreign 
Office of the President’s telegram of Dec. 20, conveying the 
thanks of the United States Government to all concerned in 
the rescue or the relief of the crew of the -/eannelle. 
Secretary Hunt sent the following cablegram Jan. 14 to 
Lieut. Danenhuwer and Caief Engineer Melville, of the 
Jeannette, at Irkutsk, through Mr. Hoffmann, at St. Peters- 
burg: ‘ Remain or the ground till the remainder of the ex- 
pedition is found. Help search by every means in your 
power.” 

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Herald, referring to 
the want of ships in our Navy and the great surplus of 
younger officers, says: There are now more young officers, 
ensigns, assistant engineers, midsbipmeu, cadet midshipmen 
and cadet engineers thau can pos:ibly be kept at sea. This 
number is being increased each year, The department, 
recognizing the fact that they must be given experience, 
sends them in droves to every seagoing ship in the service, 
where they herd like cattle in the miserable dens called steer- 
ages, desigued to hold, not accommodate, one-fourth the 
number now sent into them. ‘The result is apathy, dirt, and 
disease. This fearful overcrowding has been reported by the 
medical oftivers time and again and its dangers poiated out. 
The answer is always the same, ‘*They must go to sea and 
we have no other ship to send them to.” ‘fo remedy this he 
proposes: First. Let the lists of midshipmen and cadet 
engineers (graduates) be limited by law, as are the other 
lists in the service. Second. Upon the completion of the 
four years’ academic course let as many graduates as there 
are vacancies in their respective corps be warranted as mid- 
shipmen and cadet engineers (graduates)—why not call them 
“gub-assistant engineers ?”—and let the remainder for 
whom there were no vacancies return to civil life, thanking 
the Government for a first rate education and for having 
supported them for four years. Third. To remedy the 
enormous overgrowth of the midshipmen’s list and the in- 
creasing pressure in the cadet engineers’ (graduates ) list, let 
a bonus of one year’s sea pay be given each oflicer who shall 
resign out of said lists. : P 

ResoLutions were adopted by the Iaternational Medical 
Congress receuatly held in London, suggesting among other 
things that in ocean-going ships and in all steamers, 
especially those carrying passengers, there shou'd always be 
in actual control of the helm a person possessing with the 
two eyes together, without glasses, normal sight, both as to 
acuity and colors ; and that, in addition, in such ships, at 
least one of the persons actually on the look out should be 
similarly qualified. That, in vessels engaged in the coasting 
trade, every person liable to take charge of the helm should 
possess with the two eyes together, without glasse-, eight 
equal to at least two-thirds of the normal, both as to acuity 
and colors, That all persons engaged in marine signelling, 
ashore or afloat, and all pilots, should have normal sight, 
both as to acuity and colors, as defiued in Article 2. That 
hypermetropic persons, although satisfying the requirements 
of Articles 2, 3, aud 4, should, nevertheless, not be edmitted, 
if before the age of eighteen they have a manifest hyper- 
metropia of one dioptre. That re-examination should be 
made at the age of forty-flve. That the examinations should 
be conducted by persons of recognized competency, under 
the direction of a Central Medical Authority in each country. 
That an international commission shuuld be constituted, to 
fix upon such farther measures as to signals a8 may be cnet 
sary for safe navigation, and, specially, upon tha standar 
colors, and the sizes of the signals employed.

went ashore early in the month about three miles below the 
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entrance of the harbor of Portsmouth, N. H. Commodore 
Wills, commandant of the yard, as soon as he learned of it, 
despatched the U. 8. tug Leyden, in charge of Mate G. L. 

The schooner struck the outer 
ledge of a reef, in a snow storm, upon shirh the sea was 
breaking heavily, and was driven up on the beach inside, 
which enabled the crew to get ashore.

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WE have published several bills for the retirement on 
full pay of ordnance sergeants of the Army of long and 
faithful service. We understand that the Secretary of 
War has in preparation a draft of a general bill on the 
subject which will do justice to all of that class who 
have equal claims for retirement. This will avoid the 
necessity for special legislation which is always objec- 
ionable. Among the bills before Congress is one for 
the retirement of Ordoance Sergt. John Graves, U. 8.

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OUR HEAVY ORDNANCE. 


To those, and they are undoubtedly the majority, on 
this side of the Atlantic as well as on the other, who 
have tacitly accepted the conclusion that the days of 
cast iron for heavy guns are over, the elaborate and 
powerful appeal made by ‘‘ Pars Altera,” in the present 
issue of the JovkgNat, must have the element of a sur- 
prise. This letter is the concluding portion of the 
argument presented in last week’s JouRNAL, and, what- 
ever may be the difference of opinion excited by its 
views, there will be none as to the clearness and force 
with which they are presented, nor as to the earnestness 
and transparent sincerity of the writer’s convictions. 

Interesting, however, as this letter must be to all 
military and naval officers, and to all engaged in 
gun construction, in Europe as well as America, 
it assumes at the present moment a national importance 
to our own country. Congress has at last become 
somewhat aroused to the necessity of furnishing power- 
ful guns to our fleets and forts. Some steps have already 
been taken, designed for this purpose—partly in the 
construction of new guns and partly in the conversion 
of the present cast-iron smooth bores into rifled guns 
of smaller calibre by the insertion of tubes or linings. 
The common basis of these movements is the theory 
that cast iron guns as such are superannuated, and are 
no longer to be relied upon. ‘‘It will not do,” is the 
very positive assertion of our transatlantic contempo- 
rary, the Army and Navy Guzette, in speaking of cast 
iron as a material for heavy rifled guns. But the Ga- 
eette, we believe, is an advocate of lining cast iron 
guns with coiled wrought iron, and hence it may be 
surprised, as others must be, to see how strong an 
argument is made by our correspondent, ‘‘Pars Altera,” 
on the proposition that a solid cast gun is still more 
serviceable. 

Taking together, this letter and the one of Mr. Hunt 
to the Board on Heavy Guns, it may be said that they 
present stroug reasoas why a thorough test of Ameri- 
can cast iron should be made, in the construction and 
proof of experimental rifled guns of large calibre. And 
this is wholly independent of the question regarding 
the merits of the various European guns in which 
cast iron has been abandoned, or of the existing 
methods of converting our smooth-bores into rifles. We 
are on the eve of reconstructing our Navy and re-arin- 
ing our forts; aud hence the preliminary question of 
the systems on which these tasks shall be accomplished 
cannot be too carefully studied. Some of those ex- 
perts who have had a large practical experience in 
building, inspecting and proving guns, hold that for 
our country, whatever may be true of others, the start- 
ing point ,must_ be to know what cast jron will do. 
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Then we can determine just what purposes, if any, it 
will serve for us, and what, if anything, we must have 
to supplement it for other purposes. 

One of the points of our correspondent is the mistake 
made by assuming that the question what thickness of 
armor can be penetrated by the 15-inch smooth-bore 
as it pow exists, is the only consideration in determin- 
ing whether it shall be retained, altered, or abandoned. 
As he says, there are many’ valuable ports, and many 
forts to be defended, which are in no danger whatever 
from a heavy European ironclad, simply because they 
could not be approached by those deep-draught ves- 
sels. For them, and there are many such, the 15-inch 
gun is as effective as need be, in its present state. 

Havivg only the interests of the services and the 
country at heart, we have given a fair hearing to both 
sides of this questior of the possible utility of cast iron 
for heavy rifled guns, and, according to our custom, 
have welcomed hospitably whatever seemed earnest 
and intelligent in argument and suggestion. In the 
West Point Foundry and the South Boston Iron Works 
the country has two excellent sources for producing all 
the heavy guns we require; and we are free to say 
that in the present exigencies of the country, none of 
the existing efforts to supply our needs should be re. 
laxed, although liberal appropriations should be made 
for new tests and promising experiments. 


THE FRANCO-GERMAN WAR. 

Tue last volume, Heft No. 20, of the ‘‘ History of 
the German-French War of 1870-71,” edited by the His- 
torical Division of the Prussian General Staff, has just 
been published. It has taken 10 years to finish this 
work, which is, however, remarkable for the careful 
study of the reports and for the honest effort which has 
been made to get at the truth, an exceedingly difficult 
task, especially in those parts which report the actual 
fighting. The tactical details have not, perhaps, been 
given in the secund part which contains the history of 
the war after Napoleon’s fall, with the same elaborate 
completeness, as in the first part—condensation was ob- 
viously found necessary to prevent the book from 
growing too voluminous—but the influence, which the 
changed situation and the different character of the 
new French armies exercised upon the tactics and the 
warfare of the Germans generally, has been made fully 
apparent. 

This Prussian report is further remarkable for its 
plain historical style. It relates the events and gives 
the motives, but it has abstained from all sensational or 
oratcrical talk. The chivalrous manner in which it deals 
with the adversary and the scientific value of the book 
have been acknowledged by the French officers in the 
respectful and polite manner in which explanations or 
corrections as to matters of fact have heen brought 
forward. 

This last number, after a very concise recapitulation 
of the events from September, 1870, to the cessation of 
hosilities, states the measures taken during the armistice 
aad the arrangements for the subsequent evacuation of 
the French territory, which was completed on Septem - 
ber 13, 1878. It then reviews the workings of the ad- 
ministrative branches—Commissary department, re- 
cruiting and reserves, supply of ammunition, field 
telegraphy, field mail service, and sanitary service, de- 
monstrating the great advantages which the army 
obtained from the efficiency of these branches of the 
service, in connection with the efforts of private associa- 
tions, but no conclusions have been finally drawn in 
reference to strategy tactics or administration for the 
future. The strictly historical character of the work 
has been maintained. 

The tables, which accompany this last number, con- 
tain much valuable information, and invite one’s atten- 
tion at first sight to some important points: The ar- 
tillery consumed more ammunition comparatively than 
the infantry, and it was often difficult to bring up the 
supply. The infantry used a remarkably small amount 
of ammunition, much less than expected. In very few 
cases only actual want made itself felt on the battle- 
field, undoubtedly a positive proof of discipline and 
effective training. The French army during the first 
month of the war to September 1st, inflicted 57 per 
cent. of all the losses which the Germans suffered durin 
the war, leaving 43 per cent. to the six months of the 
second period of the war. The final results are sum- 
med up in this statement : 

There were killed in battle or died of wounds 1,871 
officers, 8 medical officers, 1 chaplain and 1 paymaster. 
Rank and file, 26,397; wounded, 4,184 officers, 51 
medical officers, 3 chaplains and 1 paymuster; 84,384 
rank and file. Missing, 102 officers, 22 medical officers, 
1 paymaster and 2 commissaries, 12,752 rank and file.

There were besides 316 deaths from other casualties, 
and 12,147 from disease. The number of men who 
died from disease is very small—very little over one 
per cent. of all men (over 1,140,000) who crossed the 
frontier. The loss of horses in battle was 14,395. One 
color and six pieces of artillery were lost. 

Official returns of losses in the French army have 
not been at the disposal cf the German staff. 11,860 
officers and 371,981 men were taken prisoners and sent 
to Germany. In Paris surrendered 7,456 officers and 
241,606 men. 2,192 officers, 88,381 men, with 285 field 
pieces, took refuge in Switzerland. The Germans 
took: In the open field 45 eagles and colors, 255 ficld 
pieces, and 104 pieces of heavy artillery ; by surrender 
62 eagles and colors, 1,660 field pieces and 5,422 pieces 
of fortress artillery. 

The work is certainly one of the best reports of a 
great war, which has ever been written. The maps and 
plans are good andabundant. Translations into French 
and English are under way and will now probably be 
soon completed. Though decidedly a military speci- 
alty, this work has had a considerable sale in Germany. 
The proceeds, over $70,000, have been invested as a 
fund for the benefit of the officers of the Corps of the 
General Staff in certain emergencies. 

In 1843 the King of Prussia, in remembrance of the 
Treaty of Verdun, 848 A.D., which settled the disso- 
lution of the Carolingian Empire and the separation of 
Germany and France, instituted a prize, to be awarded 
every five years to the author of the best work treating 
of German History, which would appear during that 
period. The judges are a Committee of the Academy 
of Sciences in Berlin. The Prussian General Staff in 
1878 received that prize on account of this now finished 
History of the War of 1870. 








ADVISORY BOARD CATECHISM. 

Wuitst the recommendations of the Advisory Board 
meet with general approval throughout the naval service, 
they are not free from criticism by many laymen who 
expected to see spring up from that report a powerful 
Navy, fully equipped for war with Great Britain at least, 
if not with the whole world. As a rule, however, the 
findings are treated with respect, and much that appears 
like adverse criticism is only in reality a search for 
more extended reasoms for the decisions arrived at. It 
is proposed to furnish reasons for some of the most im- 
portant findings, the information being given in the 
form of answers to some of the most frequently asked 
questions. 

Question. Is not a fleet of only 70 vessels with but 43 
in constant commission a very insignificant force for a 
nation like the United States? 

Answer. Of all the foreign naval powers England alone 
has a greater number of unacmored cruising vessels 
constantly in commission. The fighting power of the 
vessels forming the entire fleet recommended (measured 
by battery, speed, and endurance), would be but slightly 
inferior to that of England’s unarmored fleet, and would 
be greater than that of France which now stands second 
in power of unarmored vessels. 

Q. As 15 knots is the greatest average sea speed re 
commended, what would be the speed of such vessels 
on the measured mile ? 

A. The maximum speed on the measured mile would 
be about 17} knots under tke circumstances of European 
measured mile runs. 

Q. Is not such a speed very inferior to what is now 
attained| by fast merchant steamers ? 

A. Not at all. The White Star steamer Britannic, 
which until very lately was considered the fastest line 
steamer afloat, has an average sea speed of 14 knots. 
The Guyon steamer Arizona has an average sea speed 
of not over 14} knots. It is estimated that the Cunard 
Steamer Scythia will have an average sea speed of not 
over 154 knots. 

Q How will these 15 knot cruisers'compare in size 
with the largest ships in foreign navies ? 

A. There are but two unarmored men-of-war in the 
world of as great a size. The Shak andthe Inconstant ; 
both English vessels. 

Q. How will they compare in armament with these 
vessels ? 

A. They will have an equal number of guns, but so 
distributed aud mounted as to give greater fighting 
power ahead, abeam, and astern. 

Q. How will they compare in speed and endurance? 

A, They will have about 1 knot greater speed, and 
will carry a coal supply sufficient to enable them to 

steam about double the distance either at full speed or 
at 10 knots. 

Q. Could not a higher rate of speed be attained? 

A. Yes, ist, By building vessels of the Jris type; 


! 
in which case they could not be used as fighting cruisers, 


on account of the small battery carried, the lack of 
coal supply for steaming long distances, and the lack 
of sail power. 2d. By building them of the type of 
the trans-Atlantic passenger steamers; in which case 
their awkward dimensions would make them unfit for 
manceuvring, their great draught would make them 
useless for shoal water service, and their insignificant 
sail power would, as is the case with the mail steamers, 
render them totally helpless in case of accident to the 
machinery. 

Q. What advantage 1s anticipated from building these 
vessels of steel, that would not be gained by building 
of iron ? 

A. In France where the steel vessels have iron plating 





below the water line, architects estimate the saving in 
weight at 25 per cent. of the displacement. The British 
Lloyd’s estimate the saving at 20 per cent. The actual 
results attained with the Argentine steel armored 
frigate, Almirante Brown, lately launched, were a 
saving of 1,000 tons weight in 4,000, and an increase of 
nearly one knot in speed over a similar ehip of iron. 
From this it is anticipated that the steel ships of 5,870 
tons recommended will realize all the benefits as fight- 
ing ships that could be obtained from similar iron 
vessels of 7,000 tons. 

Q. Why are ships that are intended to be so power- 
ful only armed with guns of 6 and 8 inch calibre? 

A. Because the 6 inch guns now building will 
throw projectiles of from 80 to 100 pounds in weight 
with a velocity of nearly 2,000 feet per second; thus 
being more powerful than the present Woolwich 8 inch. 
The 8 inch guns proposed will in like manner be fully 
as powerful as the Woolwich 10 inch. 

@. Can these unarmored vessels stand up against 
foreign iron-clads ? 

A, Unarmored vessels are not built to contend with 
armored ones. If, however, it is a necessity, these 
ships can make a good resistance ; for in addition to 
their superior speed, of the 54 iron-clads on the English 
Active Navy List, the propesed 8 inch gun will pierce 
83 at the water line at 1,000 yards. The 6 inch gun 
will pierce them at 500 yards. 

Q. Why do we not go ahead and get 16 and 17 inch 
guns hike other foreign nations ? 

A, Because foreign nations are not going ahead and 
building those calibres. Within two years they have 
all gone back and commenced over again. England has 
altered the battery of the Shah from 8 and 10 inch muz- 
zle loaders to 6 and 8 inch breech loaders, and is work- 
ing hard to get 10 and 12 inch high powered breech 
loaders for her ironclads. Germany is building new 6 
and 8 inch guns for her unarmored vessels. France is 
behind in the race and must commence all over again, 
for her guns are too short. 

Q. How will the 14 knot ships compare with foreign 
unarmored vessels ? 

A. There are not at present ten unarmored vessels in 
the world, including those whose keels were laid the 
past year, whose size, endurance, and fighting efficiency 
will be superior or equal to those of the 14 knot vessels 
recommended. 

Q. How will these vessels compare in point of speed 
with fast merchant ships ? 

A. It is safely within the mark to say that there are 
not twenty merchant vessels in the world that one of 
these ships could not overhaul at sea under any circum- 
stances. (See Britannic’s average speed.) It must be 
borne in mind that, although these ships are classed as 
14 knot vessels, their speed in smooth water is about 16 
knots, and in fair circumstances of sea weather but 
iittle, if any, short of 15. This matter of overhauling 
leaves out of consideration the persuasive powers of 4 
heavy guns for straight-ahead fire. 

Q. Where is there any superiority in the 13 knot 
class ? 

A. ist. They are powerful and economical cruisers 
both for peace and war services, being ships like the 
Hartford and Pensacola, adapted for more modern re- 
quirements. 2d. They are fully competent to hold 
their own in action against the numerous ships of their 
class in foreign services, whilst they are fully compe- 
tent to protect our own commerce and break up our 
enemy’s. 3d. If desirable, by reducing their sail 
power in time of war they can Keep the sea for at least 
30 days under steam, being capable of steaming for 22 
days at 10 knots. 

Q. Why was such a lot of nasty little gunboats recom- 
mended ? 

A. Instead of being nasty little gunboats, these ves- 
sels are Jarger than three-quarters of the light vessels 
commissioned by foreign navies for squadron service. 
Such vessels are in constant demand for the ordinary 
duties of the Navy, both in peace and war time. No 
squadron can at any time be efficient that has pot some 





vessels ‘whose draught of water is less than 10 feet. 
Small vessels are a necessity, not only for cruising ecvn- 
omically, but for surveying, despatch carrying, instruc- 
tion, and all the lighter duties of squadron work. 

Q. Are we not limited in the design of our ships by 
the necessity for light draught on our coasts? 

A. Such isthe popular notion; but in point of fact 
our cruising vessels always have, and there is no reason 
why they should not continue to have, the same draught 
as corresponding classes in foreign services. Our civil 
war called in the majority of cases for light draughts, 
but foreign wars would not do so. 

Q. Why did not the Board recommend ironclads in- 
stead of unarmored vessels ? 

A. 1st. Since it takes thoroughly experienced design- 
ers over a year to study out the design of an Injlezidle or a 
Duilio that, when launched, is not particularly satisfac- 
tory, 1t would appear rather exorbitant to expect a 
board totally inexperienced in such work to do it in four 
months. 2d. Supposing that they had done it, is it to 
be expected that any iron manufacturing firm in the 
country would put up the plant for tle armor and bid 
for the contract? Not long ago five of our monitors 
were ordered rebuilt. That was not temptation enough, 
even with dull times in iron. The same may be said of 
the guns. If steel factories are not eager to build 6 and 
8 inch guns, is it to be expected that they will rush for- 
ward to build 10 and 12 inch, when they must he at the 
expense of putting up extensive plants? All these 
things are possible, but a war pressure, and consequent 
high prices and lavish expenditure, are necessary to 
bring them forth. The board did all in its power when 
it recommended the immediate consideration of designs 
for armored vessels, that they might be provided in the 
near future. 

Q. What would the United States do in case war were 
declared with Chili to-morrow ? 

A. Congress would vote the necessary money, and 
we would have both armored and unarmored vessels in 
time to meet the emergency ; and, like our last fleet, it 
would suffice for that emergency alone, costing ten 
times its value. Such a fleet the board was not called 
upon to supply. It was required to put the Navy on a 
permanently respeciable footing as quickly as possible. 
Much more can be accomplished with a moderate sum 
of money, where every cent must be made to thoroughly 
do its work, than in lavish appropriations with their 
consequent freedom of expenditure. That every Con- 
gressman knows. 


NAVY THEMES AND THOUGHTS. 

No. 17 of the Proceedings of the U. S. Naval Insti- 
tute, Annapolis, is an issue of varied interest and great 
value. First comes the paper read Jan. 28, 1881, on 
‘*The Coefficient of Safety in Navigation,” by Prof. 
W. A. Rogers, of Cambridge (Mass.) Observatory. 
This essay contains remarkably valuable statistics and 
classifications on the number, origin, and circumstances 
of wrecks for many successive years, with comments 
thereon. These tables are preliminary to the deduc- 
tions and conclusions to be made ia the next number. 
The essay, we learn, is the work of years, and the great 
labor expended on it is apparent. 

Lieut. W. W. Kimball, U. 8. N., follows with a very 
readable account of ‘‘ Magazine Small Arms,” giving 
the history of their development during the past three 
centuries.

Anovt two years ago, Commodore W. B. Whiting, 
U. 8. N., sent to Congress a memorial which was re- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on the Judiciary. In it 
he declared it his conviction that Providence had called 
upon the country ‘‘to assume a tutelar position to the 
rest of the continent whose name it bears :” 
It has hitherto cared only for itself, and sought only ite 
own welfare; bat now Providence demands that it extend ite 
gis, and espouse the universal cause of man, and vindicate 
his right to “life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 
Your memorialist suggests that a resolution be reported by 
the committee to whom his memorial shall be referred, em- 
powering and advising the President of the United States to 
issue a proclamation inviting the governments of all nations 
on this continent to unite in a confederation for mutual sup- 
port, offensive and defensive. Each government to remain 
indegendent in the admivistration of its own affairs, but to 
be otherwise subordinate to the confederacy, which shall 
have the exclusive right to declare war, to proclaim peace, to 
maintain armies and navies, and to regulate commerce. A 
grand congress of delegates from each nation entering into 
confederation, shall draw up a constitution to he submitted 
for ratification by such several nations, the ratification by 
two-thirds being bindiug on the whole. A person shall be 
selected by a majority of the countries interested as head- 
goveruor of the confederation, and a general council, for 
necessary legislation, be elected of delegates from each coun- 
try according to its population, the duties and powers of said 
council being d«termimed by the constitution, as also the 
method of providing for necessary expenses.

disregarding a single experimental gun—the failure of 
every gun tested at the 3d, 18th, and 127th fires, re 
spectively, (and not four guns out of five, as erroneously 
stated last week). As to guns ‘‘B” and “C,” their 
reinforces are of steel, and, as the mass is small, the 
chances are certainly as good for getting a satisfactory 
quality of material, as would be the case were wrought 
iron used; this being so, it follows that the guns must 
be stronger than if lined with a soft coiled tube. If the 
complete French plan—having steel both on the interior 
and exterior of the cast iron—be preferred, a new 8 in. 
gun could probably be made for about the cost of the 
B. L. conversion, It is thought, indeed, that very little 
reflection upon the subject should be sufficient to point 
to the conclusion that ‘* better guns can be procured at 
less cost than the converted guns,” and that ‘‘the con- 
version of old guns” is, therefore, not ‘‘a very great 
saving to the United States.” I fear that your corres 
pondent has shown himself quite as much in error on 
this as upon some ef the other subjects which he has 
ventured to discuss. 

Passing to the subject of steel, vs. cast iron, which 
means, of course, such steel as we can import, vs. the 
best cast iron in the world—it is a strong point in favor 
of the latter material that in proportion as the mass 
increases the quality of the metal is not liable to deteri 
orate; whereas, not only is the contrary the case with 
steel, but the cost and mechanical difficulties increase 
very rapidly with the size of the forging. And even if 
the quality of the steel be otherwise unexceptionable 
of which in large masses there is positively no certainty 
an unskillful tempering may be attended with dis- 
astrous consequences. 

In view of the admission, by ‘‘ Fiat Justitia,” that 
‘The frequent failure of steel tubes in Europe is an 
evidence that it (steel) is unequal in quality and so un 
reliable in practice that it is not advisable to use it for 
this purpose,” I am at a loss to understand by what 
process of mental evolution he can bring himself t» the 
defence of the Crispin B. L. guns, which not only ne- 
cessitate the use of masses of steel much larger than 
mere tubes, but employ a breech closer which is prob- 
ably much more trying to the steel than other forms 
that could be adopted; while the method of screwing 
the steel mass into a hot, expanded, gun-body, which 
changes the pitch of the thread, and necessitates a

gave it this slight advantage over its sister weapons 
| which gave way at the 3rd and 18th rounds respectively. 
| The first mentioned defect is, however, not remedied. 
If the wrought iron tube must be used, it should stop 
| short of the gas check, and be replaced by a short steel 
| section—with rounded junction—for a gas check seat, a 
| proposition which was made last spring but rejected. 

Nothing, however, could probably save these guns; they 
| have certainly proved entirely unreliable and must re- 
;main so. Of the dozen guns built the only three tested 
|have found an early grave; and evenif one of them 
should be found to stand a proper test, it would not re- 
| move the uncertainty which must always attach to the 
jsystem. We dare not, of course, put these guns into 
service, let us therefore remand them to the scrap heaps, 
and consider the amount expended for material and 
labor, simply as the price paid for our experience. 

In justice to Messrs. Firth and Sons, it should be said 
that they expressed themselves reluctant to risk the 
reputation of their steel in a structure which they con- 
sidered essentially bad ; calling attention to the fact that 
the same plan—barring the coiled iron tube—had been 
tried «od condemned in France long since. 

lt is admitted by your correspondent that ‘‘the failure 
of the 8 inch and 11 inch guns is properly attributed to 
the steel being deficient in quality.” It is not probable 
that $25,000 were spent in building these guns, without 
previously testing the steel for density, strength, elastic 
limit, and elongation by the usual method of extracting 
small specimens from different parts. In which case 
the failure of these guns offers another proof of the un- 
certainty of steel in jarge masses. I shal! not stop to 
inquire as to this; nor what was the matter with the 
last victim; nor how a single 8 in. experimental gun, 
using one kind of steel, could form a basis of calcula- 
tion for guns seven times heavier, using another kind of 
steel, when ‘‘all experience bas shown that it is ve 
unsafe to base the construction of anything in whic 
large masses of iron or stecl are used, on experiments 
made on a small scale;” nor shall I inquire why the 
performance of the 11 inch B. L. gun should be excused 
on the plea that it was ‘only experimental,” when 
others were in contemplation, if not contracted for, and 
a number of guns of double the weight and nearly three 
times the cost were at the time under progress. But I 
will ask ‘* Fiat Justitia” and all others in favor of the 
support of foreign capital and labor, what guarantee 
can be offered that future importations of steel will be 
any more satisfactory in quality than that in the 8 inch 
and 11 inch guns, or than that in the four huge gun 
blocks imported for use in the 12 inch guns, and which 
it is understood have likewise been condemned? Your 
correspondent is probably satisfied that no such guaran- 
tee can be given, since he admits that even steel tubes 
have proved too unreliable in practice to justify their 
use; but some I know have an abiaing faith in steel on 
‘*general principles,” as it were, and it may not be un- 
profitable—although the subject can be but cursorily 
discussed—to examine candidly the ground for such a 
faith. ‘To those who are indisposed to give cast iron a 
fair trial; who fail to appreciate the gravity of the risk 
of a dependence upon a foreiga market; who imagine 
that Europe is well stocked with heavy steel guns of 
proved reliability, and who cherish the illusion that Con- 
gress will ever appropriate the many millions of dollars 
necessary to establish an Essen in this country (at least 
until the absolute necessity therefur has been proved 
beyond a peradventure), it may be well to answer that 
the nuniber of really great guns (say 12 inches and up- 
wards) possessed by any one nation is not very large; 
that, so far as we know, very few of these guns have 
been tested by long continued firing ; that it has been 
truly remarked that ‘the history of gun building 
abroad is one of costly and repeated failures,” and that, 
with the possible exception of the Terrenoire process, 
there seems to have been no special development in the 
manufacture of steel, within the past ten years, which 
would justify greatly increased confidence. 

The steel used at Woolwich is chiefly from Firth, 
Whitworth, and Vickers. The principal properties are 
tested by means of samples from each end of the ingot, 
both betore and after tempering, and the Hagineer, of 
a recent issue, is authority for stating that ‘‘ occasion- 
ally these tests are borne well, but such great variation 
exists, that it is considered that as yet uniformity of 
quality can be by no means guaranteed.” Vicker’s steel 
is the softest and Whitworth’s usually the hardest of 
the three. 

Passing over a long list of cracked and broken tubes 
ja the English guns, I shall name only a few of the 
failures ‘‘ during a period of profound peace.” Not to 
mention the Z7’hunderer’s gun, which blew to pieces 
from a hypothetical double charge, two guns from the 
Bellerophon have split their tubes, two guns from the 
Prince Albert have opened their outer ccils besides, 
three tubes out of eight on the Hercules have given way, 
another gun has beeu rebuilt from the Agincourt, the 
‘carefully nursed gun” on the Devastation gave way 
on the 68th fire, while the 100 ton Armstrong M. L. 
guo, which burst on the Duilio, and the 8 inch Arm- 
strong B. L. gun, which came apart on the Augamoa, 
must be fresh in many minds. Counting muzzle and 
breech loaders, the United Service Gazette, not long 
since, enumerated no less than sixteen beavy explosions 
of steel lined guns, ‘* five of the heaviest failures occur- 
ring during the preceding twelve months.” 

The history of guns built entirely of steel is alsoa 
history of failures. Herr Krupp is, indced, in a sense, 
the king of steel makers, but even his untivalled estab. 
lishment has its long chapter of accidents. The Euro- 
pean gunmakers will not willingly advertise their fail- 
ures. The popular plan seems rather to be to fire a few

Undoubtedly, Krupp’s steel 
is of the best, as his facilities are unparalleled, and it 
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would be absurd to imply that he has not produced 
“*magnificent guns.” Yet it is proper to bear in mind 
his failures as going to show, that even with his unap- 
proachable plant and experience, it is doubtful if he has 
been able to entirely eliminate that uncertainty in large 
masses which le.ds to premature explosions. Even the 
Krupp field guns have failed, and the list of burst guns 
of all valibres since the closé of our war is by no means 
& short one. 

The explosion of the11 inch Krupp gun at Cronstadt, 
of the #4 inch at the Dardanelles, of the 9} inch on the 
Renown, and of the two French guns at Gavre, are 
comparatively recent failures of steel in large guns; 
and when we add to this list the English failures, and 
our own fresher experience, I think it will be admitted 
that the outlook for reliable steel to import does not ap- 
pear a very bright one. Admitting that Krupp steel is 
what we want, however, we cannot get it. He will not 
take an order under several millions of dollars, and it is 
idle to suppose that Congress will ever authorize such 
an order, short of dire necessity. Moreover, it is highly 
improbable that Krupp would let us have his steel in 
any other shape than in guns completed at his own 
works. ‘‘ Krupp steel or nothing,” is a policy unworthy 
of any one, least of all of a professional man, and, if 
adopted, would be likely to lead to but one result— 
na‘ional bumiliation. 

It is indispensable that steel should be well forged to 
be of practical use; unforged ingots have been known 
to break in two by a fall of a few feet. ‘Lhe heavier 
forgings are both costly and full of risk. It is under- 
stood that in order to furnish the four 12 in. gun blocks 
which have been condemned, Firth had to make six at 
his works. There are few hammers which can properiy 
condense such masses to the core. Condensation by 
pressure is out of the question. But I prefer to quote 
from the recent utterances of one of the best authori- 
ties in the country on this; question, Mr. Alexander 
Holly : 

‘*The hammer and the special tools are enormously expen- 
sive; the pew 60 ton hammer plant at Creusot cost over half 
a million dollars. The heating—several days for a single 
heat—and the loss by oxidation, and the wasters, due to 
cracking irom inadequate or overheating, are important ele- 
ments of cost. Forging under the heaviest hammers reaches 
only the parts in the immediate vicinity of impact; the piece 
is therefore subjected to a series of internal strains, due to 
the difference in the molecular arrangewent of adjacent 
parts. Even in the finished piece the same difference in 
molecular structure exists. Each part does not receive ex- 
acily the same reduction, and crystallization is not equally 
changed throughout the mass. It is thus left to internal 
strains, which may cause ruptures when and where least 
expected.” 


Fx uno disce omnes can scarcely be applied to any 
complicated system of gun construction involving the 
use of steel. But there is every reason to believe that, 
in so comparatively a simple matter as the construction 
of a cast gun, the satisfactory test of one gun would be 
a fair guarantee of the success of others of similar de- 
siga and construction; and thus, as Mr. Hunt tersely 
pits it, each succeeding gun ‘‘be the duplicate of a 
success.” 

1 have made allusion to the Terrenoire steel. Mr. 
Holly, who bas given some attention to the details of 
its manufacture, thinks that it holds out fair promise of 
enabling us to successfully construct a gun which in- 
termediate in cost between a cast iron and a forged steel 
structure, will yet prove superior in strength and relia- 
bility to either. We ought not, however, to stand with 
folded hands awaiting the solution of a doubtful pro- 
blem which in all probability will be years in develop- 
ing, with no pesitive assurance of success in the end. 

We are told that ‘‘the Italian gun cannot be used as 
an argument in favor of simple cast iron guns.” With 
such a paucity of facts and reasons in support of his po- 
sition, it is perhaps not surprising that ‘* Fiat Justitia” 
should resort to the expedient of setting up a dummy 
and knocking it in the head, in order to give the ap- 

ce of demolishing an argument. I can only dis- 
cover that reference has been wade to the Italian 100 
ton gun and experiments, to show that the Italians, re- 
cognizing the difficulty of procuring reliable steel in 
any considerable masses, were not disposed to abandon 
cast iron prematurely ; and also to sustain the opinion, 
that if cast iron needs support, we have been reinforcing 
it on the wrong side for the best effect. Mr. Hunt 
shows, with much force of reason, that he can probably 
build a great gun of equal or superior strength to the 
Italian weapon, and possibly of greater uniformity of 
merit, and I think that the interests of the country de- 
mand that he be given a chance. 

As to what should constitute a fair standard of en- 
durance for a great gun, opinions may differ widely ; 
but it is not probable that any large fortitication gun 
daring any two wars would exhaust even a very moder- 
ate estimate of endurance. Actions against coast forti- 
fications cannot ordinarily be long sustained, and breech 
loading has not materially increased the rapidity of fire 
from heavy guns. 

The Heavy Gun Board of 1872, while uot prepared 
to recommend the immediate construction of a 12-inch 
experimental Rodman rifle, ‘nevertheless desired to 
express the opinion, that the hope of employing cast- 
iron as a material for the construction of heavy guns, 
should not be abandoned, but that experiments by the 
Ordvance Department with expanding projectiles and 
various modes of nfling and kinds of powder, be con- 
tinued with a view to ebtaining such accuracy of move- 
ment of projectiles and uniformity of pressures as 
shall render admissible the use of cast iron in heavy 
ordnance constructions.” This recommendation has 
been practically carried out ; not exactly with the view 
contemplated by the board perhaps, but nevertheless it 
is a fact accomplished —thanks to the improvements in 
projectiles, rifling and powder—that the true life of a 
gun may now be ascertained by a repetition of uniform 

res of discharge, and that the results are no 
Cone liable to be vitiated by a single abnormal strain. 
This being so, it would certainly seem the part of wis- 


| dom to extend to cast iron some of the advantages 
which have been enjoyed by its rivals for so mauy 
years. 

As I understand it, the advocates of cast-iron while 

showing (by a course of reasoning the strength of 
which I am glad to believe commands respect) the 
| promise of its practical success, yet argue, not prema- 
turely for the establishment of an armament of cast- 
iron guns, but simply for a fair trial of the material. 
Pointing out the possible weak points of former struc- 
tures and the improvements designed to remedy them ; 
citing the astonishing endurance of some of these guns, 
thus showing the possibilities of cast-iron; claiming, 
what has secured a forced admission, that it has never 
received fair treatment; and pointing out the enormous 
gain in case of success, and the cheap purchase of in- 
ormation whatever the result; I am free to confess 
that I think these arguments are as conclusive as those 
of our opponents are illogical and weak, and I desire to 
at least record my single, but hearty, vote in favor of 
a fair trial of American cast iron, and the proper en- 
couragement of American effort. 

I have no wish to answer with too great particularity 
the concluding portion of ‘‘Fiat Justitia’s” letter. He 
opens a wide, if not a tempting, field to one to whom 
he chooses to apply offensive terms. I prefer to regard 
some of the issues raised by your correspondent as dead; 
and should not even make this reference to them, were 
I assured that he could rightly interpret the significance 
of silence. 

This question is one of broad proportions, and de- 
mands broader treatment than it has received, to the 
end, that arguments on all sides may receive equal and 
able consideration. He who has a proper faith in the 
strength of his position is not usually afraid of criti- 
cism, for he Knows that he has nothing to fear from it. 
Interchange of opinions upon important subjects often 
leads to new trains of thought and modifications of 
views, and thus not only becomes the parent of pro- 
gress, but a safeguard against error as well. On this 
account it is desirable that officers should be encouraged 
to express their opinions (even when their views are 
known to run counter tothe generally accepted posi- 
tion) without fear of encountering either official disfa 
vor or shallow criticism. The public has a right to de- 
mand that in the solution of questions of national im- 
portance, reason shall have a tull and impartial hearing; 
that pride of upinion and all personal consideration shal! 
be subordinated to the public interests. In short, that 
truth shall be the end and aim of investigation; and, 
when found, she shall be followed faithfully in what- 
ever direction she shall lead the way.

Sir: We notice in your issue of December 24 an item 
that has been going the rounds of the press that Herr 
Krupp is constructing a new revolving cannon for the 
German navy. The cannon referred to is the Hotchkiss 
being manufactured by Herr Gruson. 
with us the German government ordered last year 50, 
and propose to order 228 revolving cannon more this 
year. The Hotchkiss revolving cannon was officially 
adopted by decree of the Emperor of Germany one year 
ag). 

We also note another item, stating that the Chinese 
ships being built in Germany are also to be armed with 
Hotchkiss cannon furnished by Herr Krupp. This is 
also an error. 

The Chinese government has adopted our revolving 
cannon, and we have contracted with the Chinese Min. 
ister at Berlin for the revolving cannon required for the 
two ships now being built in Germany. These guns 
are being made at our works near Paris.

MATTERS IN WASHINGTON. 

Tue sub-committee appointed to investigate the charg 
es against the Board of Commissioners of the Soldier’s 
Home of Washington met in the Senate Committee 
room on military affairs on Wednesday last. Surgeoa 
General Barnes appeared before the committee accord- 
ing to previous request, and testified to the history, 
management, and disbursement of funds of the institu- 
tion. It must be remembered tbat the investigation 
now in progress is directed not against the Army offi- 
cers who compose the Board of Commissioners, but to 
the Board of Managers, under whom the officers serve. 
The charges against the general management of the in- 
stitution are explicit and damaging. It is claimed that 
owing to the misconduct or carelessness of the man- 
agement, the Home is nearly bankrupt. 

It is understood that General Drum and one or two 
other Army officers will be called to testify at the next 
meeting. Nothing new has been developed since the 
organization of this committee, but it is expected that 
information of a startling character will be discovered 
before the investigation ceases; at least a prominent 
member of the committee has so expressed himself 


THE FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 

In the mass of four thousand bills already thrust, 
without order and for the most part without much re- 
flection, upon Congress this winter, it is obvious that 
the larger part of those which are of interest to the Army 
and the Navy will stand very little chance of passage, 
or even of consideration. Still, as it is difficult to say 
which may be selected for action during the present 
session, it only remains to note the general purport of 
all, reserving more detailed comments until they are 
successively taken up for debate 

In the Senate, Mr. Ingalls of Kansas and Mr. Voor- 
hees of Indiana defended the Pension Arrears act and 
Mr. Beck advocated its repeal. 

Mr. Sewell, from the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, to whom was referred the jcint resolution (S. 
R. No. 15) correcting the military record of Wickliffe 
Cooper. deceased, late major 7th Cavalry, brevet colonel 
U. 8. Army, reported it with an amendment, requiring 
proof of the fact alleged. 

Mr. Logan istroduced a bill, 8. 860, granting arrears 
of pension to Mrs. Lincoln, which was referred to the 
Committee on Pensions. It was accompanied by the 
following letter to Congressman Springer from Drs. L. 
A. Sayre, Clymer, H. Knapp, and W. H. Pancoast : 

January 1, 1882. 

Dear Str; We have this d?y made, at your request, a 
careful medical examination of Mrs. Mary T. Lincoln, widow 
of the late President, Abraham Lincoln, at present residing 
at No. 39 West Twenty-sixth street, this city. 

We find that Mrs. Lincoln is suffering from chronic inflam- 
mat‘on of the spinal cord, chronic disease of the kidneys, 
and commencing cataract of both eyes. 

The disorder of the spinal cord is the consequence of an 
injury received some time since and has resulted in con- 
siderable loss of power of both lower extremities, so as to 
lessen their use and to render walking without assistane: 
very unsafe, and going unaided down stairs impossible. Tne 
natare of the spinal trouble is progressive, and will end in 
paralysis of the lower extremities. Connected with the 
spinal disease and une of its evidences is the reflex paralysis 
of the iris of the eye, and the reduction of the sight to one- 
tenth natural stanvdard, together with much narrowing of the 
field of vision. The sight will gradually grow worse. 

There is no probability that there will be any permanent 
improvement in Mrs. Lincoln’s condition, considering her 
age and the nature of her diseases. She is now quite help 
less, unable to walk with safety without the aid of an attend- 
ant, or indeed to help herself to any extent. She requires 
the continued services of a competent nurse, and also con- 
stant medical attendance 

In pursuance of the concurrent resolutions respecting 
the memorial in relation to the services rendered the 
Government by the late Carlile P. Patterson, the fol- 
lowing-named members were appointed by the speaker 
on the joint committeeon the part of the House of Rep 
resentatives: Mr. Kasson, of lowa, Mr. Robinson, of 
Massachusetts, Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Atkins, of Tennessee, and Mr. McLane, of Maryland.

Calling for a copy of all correspondence, indorsements, 
and recommendatious in the War Department, relating to 
the use or expenditure of the appropriations, or any part 
therecf, made under an act for acquiring sites and the erec- 
tion of suitable posts for the protection of the Rio Grande 
frontier, together with such suggestions or recommenda- 
tions in reference thereto and the use or expenditure of said 
appropriations as he may deem to the best interests of the 
public service and best adapted to give adequate protection 
to said frontier. 

Mr. Beltzhoover submitted 

A resolution calling for a full and detailed statement of all 
the items of expenditure of the annnal appropriation for the 
Signal Service for the year 1875 to the year 1881, inclusive, 
and also a transcript and copy of the accounts of H. W. 
Howgate, showing all the items of disbursements made by 
said officer on acconnt of said service during said years, was 
referred to the Military Committee. 

Mr. Willis introduced a joint resolution (H. R. No. 
98) for the erection of a monument over tne grave of 
Zachary Taylor near Louisville, Kentucky ; which was 
referred to the Committee on the Library. 

ACTION OF THE MILITARY COMMITTEES. 


The House Military Committee this week considered 
and reported favorabiy upon the bill introduced by Mr. 
Brents to amend section 860 of the Revised Statutes, so 
as not to exclude retired Army officers from holding 
civil office in the Territories. The following subjects 
were referred to sub-committees: On compulsory 
retirement, the chairmen Messrs. Steele and Sparks ; 
on reorganization of Signal Service, Messrs. McCook, 
Davis, and Wheeler ; on the Corps of Judge Advocates, 
Messrs. Bayne, Spooner, and Bragg; on reorganization 
of In‘antry, Messrs. Steele, Spaulding, and Bragg; on 
Militury Reservations, Messrs. Davis, Spooner aud Ma- 
gioniss ; on portions of President's message referring to 
the Army, Messrs. Spaulding, McCook aud Upson. 
The committee has now settled down to work, and we 
may anticipate speedy action in some of the most im- 
portant cases. The subject of reorganizing the Signal 
Corps on the basis designed by the various bills which 
have Leen introduced in both houses, will be given full 
and careful consideration as the importance of the sub- 
ject demands by the sub-committee just announced. 
Nothing of course can be prophesied with any certain- 
ty about what action will te tuken, as there has not 
been time to consider the matter. 

The Committee on Military Affairs concluded their 
labors on the following bills, and reported favorably 
to the House, and submitted reports thereon recom- 
mending their passage. H. R. 3197, to change name of 
Chas. Alton Howard. 

H. R. 1691, authorizing restoration of Thomas Little 
to the rank of captain. H. KR. 1712, for reliet of Chap- 
lain M. J. Kelly and ovhers. H R. 671, for relief of 
Major Wm. M. Maynadier. H. R. 182, to pay to Maj. 
G. W. Candee, Paymaster U.S. A., $2,650, stolen 
from him. H. R. 909, authorizing the restoration of 
D. T. Kirby, late a captain and brevet colonel in the 
U.S. A., to a captaincy in the Army, and H. R. 3080, 
for relief of J. D. Hieber. It will thus be seen that the 
Military Committee has not been idle since its organiza- 
tion. More than two-thirds of the bills referred to 
them will perhaps never be reported upon, as they have 
already laid aside quite a number of bills which were 
not worthy of consideration. The Committee is anx- 
ious to dispose of all bills of a private character as soon 
as possible, in order that they may take up bills of more 
important aature. The bill for compulsory retirement 
will receive action at an early date. 

ACTION OF THE NAVAL COMMITTEES. 

The Senate Naval Committee, at its meeting on Wed- 
nesday, concluded their labors on the bill 5S. 885, by 
Mr. Anthony, authorizing the compilation and printing 
of the Naval history of the War, and reported upon it 
favorably to Senate without amendment. 

The bill S. 678, for relief of J. B. Cornell and others 
was referred to sub-committee, of which Mr. Antho- 
ny is Chairman, for investigation. 8S. 879 authorizing 
reappointment of Stephen A. McCarty a lieutenant 
commander in the Navy was referred to sub-committee, 
of which Mr. Cameron, of Pennsyvania, is chairman. 
A sub-committee was appointed (Mr. Rollins, Chair- 





| man) to consider the petition of Gilbert Morton, pray- 
|ipg to be restored to his original rank in the Navy 
The sub committee will call on the Navy Department 
for further information on the subjects. The sub- 
committee who has in charge Mr. Watmough’s case, 
was asked for their report, but they stated that they 
were still unprepared to present it. The hitch, it is 
said, is owing tothe delay in the printing of the 
charges and investigations in the case. The nomina- 
tion of Paymaster Stevenson is still in statu quo. * 

The House Naval Committee at its meeting on Thurs- 
day decided to give a week, to be named at another 
time by the Chairman of the Committee. to the hearing 
of the members of the Naval Advisory Board and such 
other persons connected with the Navy Department 
and such ship builders and manufacturers of steel and 
iron as the Chairman may deem proper. Full reports 
upon the subjects of models and material for the con- 
struction of new unarmored vessels of war will be asked 
for and will be examined by Committee. It is not pro- 
bable that one week for the hearing uf the Board and 
such other persons mentioned will suffice, and more 
time will probably be allowed. The Chairman says 
that the subject shall have careful consideration _even 
if it takes all winter. 

At this meeting the Chairman announced the follow- 
ing sub-committees: On all bills, petitions and memo . 
rials relating in any way to the retired list of the Navy, 
Harmer, Davidson and Dezendorf; on rank, promo- 
tion, restoration and pay, Thomas, Morse and Talbott; 
all matters relating to the Marine Corps, Robeson, 
Ketchum, and Harris, of N. J. 

Mr. A. Weeks appeared before the Committee and 
explained his torpedo inventions. The Committee said 
they would give the matter consideration. 

The Naval Committee of the House fully realizes the 
importance of the subject of the reconstruction of the 
Navy, and has settled down to work withavim. The 
subjects ef minor importance referred to the committee 
are being disposed of as rapidly as possible. The bill 
providing that Capt. Wm. H. Whiting shall be placed 
on the retired list of the Navy, with rank and pay of 
commodore, was considered, and a favorable report 
thereon agreed to and the bill recommitted to the 
House. H. R. 1776, for relief of Medical Direct: r 
Jobn Thornley, was also favorably passed upon. H. 13, 
561, to establish a Navy-yard and depot of supplies on 
the Mississippi River at Algiers, was considered, and 
committee determined to report adversely thereon. 
The bill H. R. 151, to pay Harris 8. Booth, of Iinois, 
$1,781.98 for bounty as assistant surgeon on board the 
ram Queen of the West, was considered and acted upon 
favorably. 

The following resolution was adopted and presented 
to the House: 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be requested, if 
not incompatible with the public interests, to tranamit to this: 
House all papers and correspondence in the Departmenv 
relative to the Chiriqui coaling station and the appropria-- 
tion for the purchase tl ereof ; and that the Secretary be re~ 
quested to continue to withhold all payments for such coaling 
station until the said information has been received and laidi 
before the House and action had thereon at this session of 
Congress.

Sir: On behalf of the Committee of the Council of the 
N. R. A., of Great Britain, appointed on Dec. 7, 1881, for the 
purpose of arranging the terms of an international military 
match between the National Guard of the United States of 
America, and the Volanteers of Great Britain, and shall be 
glad to have the opinion of your Directors upon them at as 
early a date as possible. Our proposal that the match shall 
be shot with any military breech-loader arises from our de- 
sire that it shall be a trial of the men, and not of arms used 
in the respective services. The Snider rifle, with which the 
Volunteers of Great Britain are armed, is a very inferior 
weapon, and quite unfit to compete with the American ser- 
vice rifle. We also know that the Martini-Henry, with which 
our regular troops are armed, is much inferior to other 
purely military rifles, and, as we believe, to at least one pat- 
tern of rifle in the hands of some of the troops of the United 
States. We therefore think it would be more satisfactory to 
allow the use by both sides of any rifle which fulfils all mili- 
tary requirements. We understand that a sliding-wind- 
gauge is allowed in the United States on military mfies, This 
is not considered practical in this country, and none of our 
rifles are fitted with them. 

We think that the accompanying proposals form the basis

Ammunition—Where military breechloaders are used other 
than of Government pattern, the bullet must be inserted in 
the cartridge-case not less than %¢ (two-thirds) of the di- 
ameter of the bore, and no part of the charge is to be in- 
serted at the muzzle. 


NationaL Guarp Association, 8. N. Y.—It is probable 
that at the annual convention of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation, which will take place at Albany, January 24, the pro- 
posed new Military Code will be one of the prucipal topics of 
discussion.

Before 
drill the ranks were opened in each command, and both sub- 
jected to a minute inspection, which was gone through 
strictly according t» the rales laid down. Company A then 
at once proceeded to business, with right forward fours 
right, very indifferently performed on account of the second 
fours not making the two complete wheels required in this 
movement, an error to which we have called attention in a 
previous report of the drill of another company of the 7th 
The right front into line, double time, could have been much 
better; the fours obliqued beyond their intervals, and, when 
arriving on tLe line, closed in with a rush towards the lead- 
ing set of fours and caused crowding and pushing. The 
movement was repeated numerous times without any marked 
improvement. The marches in company front in double 
rank to the end of the hall, after forming front into line, 
and the wheels about by four in line, were only ordinarily 
performed. The support and carry arms during the march 
were anything but perfect. The company afterwards formed 
column of files from column of fours and marched in that 
manner around the hall, and then at the commands by the 
right flank march and by the left flank march made some 
short marches in company front in single rank, which were 
reasonably well dune. When the same movement was gone 
over later in the evening. it was not so well performed, be- 
cause the alignment marching by company front was not 
and when the command for the flank march was given, the 
files did not cover, making the column look like a corkscrew! 
Forming fours from siugle file was creditably gone <a, 
then a short march in column of fours was executed, an 
after wheeling the fours into line a rest was given. After 
the command attention the manual of arms began, the com- 
pany being previously marched to the other end of the hall. 
Before closing the drill the company was put through 
another series of marching mancuvres, comprising right and 
left front into line, marching in double and single rank, 
wheeling, etc., all performed with various success, the worst 
movement being a march in company front in sivgle rank 
ou account of the difficulty to bring some of the men down 
to the proper step. The company does not work so well to- 
gether as might be wished. 

The manner in which Co. H went through the programme 
of the evening was decidedly superior to the performance of 
Co. A. After inspection it performed a very magnificent 
march in column of fours arouad the hall at right shoulder 
arms, and then came to a halt when every musket came down 
to the carry like one. The marching and bearing of the men 
showed at once that the drilling capacity of this company is 
of the highest order. The movements of the manual which 
were executed during the march were excellent and well 
worth looking at. We do not give all the movements of 
either company and the order in which they performed be- 
cause both companies were marching at the same time, and 
naturally a good many movements escaped our notice. We 
saw, however, in Co. H some excellent wheels, obliques and 
marches in columns of fours in single and double rank, and 
though ovcasionally a movement would fall below the 
standard, yet these were only exceptions, and the average 
performance during the evening was of such kind as to en- 
title Co. H to a place amongst the very best of the 7th. 
Among the shert comings of the evening we would call at- 
tention to the fact that the file closers in column of fours 
had too much distance, and during one change of direction to 
the left in column of fours, left in front, the guide took too large 
a circle, and thereby spoiled the alignment and touch of el- 
bows of the whole company. ‘There is no excuse for this in 
this hall, where the guides literally walk chalk lines, Capt. 
Price got a little excited wheu a set of fours tried to get 
away trom him altogether by walking in an opposite direc- 
tion to the rest of the company, but the mistake was acci- 
dental, caused by misunderstanding the command, and cor- 
rected in the shortest possible time by the unfortunate fours, 
With the exception of one or two, in which some vrooked- 
ness and loss of distance occurred, all the marches and 
wheels which this company performed in single rank were 
without tlaw, and for the bad ones it made up by some per- 
fect wheeling and forming double rank , both in 
double time. 

Before closing the drill the manual was taken up and _per- 
formed in a thorough manner. Tho loadings and firings, 
with the front rank kneeling, were perfect, and the way ig 
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which the whole company pulled the triggers at the same 
moment st the command “fire,” could not be improved 
upon, After the manual, arms were stacked and the drill 
Was over. 

Having now witnessed the drilling of every company of 
the 7th, it is but just to say that the performances, taken as 
a whole, reflect the highest credit on the regiment, and are 
such that every member may be proud of them. Companies 
have their ups and downs, and they differ in degree of pro- 
ficiency (in this case those with the smallest attendance al- 
ways made the worst performance), and wherever one fell 
below the standard it hae been freely criticised; yet the worst 
could serve as a model in discipline and prowptness to the 
majority among the other organizations of the State. The 
high degree of etticiency of the 7th is mainly due to judi- 
cious selection of the officers, thorough instruction of re- 
eruits, diligent study of the tactics, and close attention to 
detail in the instruction of their subordinates on the part of 
the officers, and intelligent, zealous co-operation of the rank 
and file.

derson, Division Inspector of Rifle Practice, says: ‘* Most 
of the men who came under my observation were igno- 
rant as to tbe proper use of the sights, and fired with no 
elevation at all. Some guns were minus the bars on the up- 
right leaves, aud on a number it was impossible {to keep the 
sights erect. 

One of the most important suggestions made in these re- 
ports ix that of Brigadier-General Beaver, communding 2nd 
Brigade, which we quote as follows: ‘* The experience of 
the past year in making the spring inspections, and the 
hurried and necessarily superficial annual inspections which 
take place whilst in camp, lead me to the belief that the 
services of a thorough and experienced inspecting officer 
could be profitably employed most of the vear under crders 
from the division or general headquarters.” 

We have repeatedly advocated this in the JouRNAL, as one 
of the improvements needed in the military system of Penn- 
svivania. Onehas only to make a trip through the State in 
the winter season, when drills should be in full blast, to see 
the need of it. 

Brigadier General Sigfried, commanding 3d Brigade, thinks, 
‘*the military efficiency of the officers of the brigade has very 
perceptibly improved under the present law, but is not in 
many cases what it ought to be, neither what we confidently 
expect in the future. I have no hesitancy in saying that the 
encampment accomplished more in the line of instruction in 
the details of guard duties, brigade and regimental drills, and 
military discipline, than any or all previous tours of duty 
put together.” 

The 3d Regiment, Philadelphia, Colonel Bonnaffon, enter- 
ed into full possession of their new armory Saturday evening 
last. 

On the 17th inst. a board of officers will convene at 
division headquarters in Philadelphia, for the purpose of re- 
porting upon the adoption of a helmet as a part of the State 
uniform, with their opinions as tostyle, material and pattern, 
if recommended. They will also report their opinion as to 
the propriety of the adoption of a dress uniform, together 
with such recommendations as their conclusions may require. 

Cotoravo.—The National Guard of the State of Colorado 
consists at present of four companies of cavalry, one battery

These companies are stutioned one at Colorado Springs, two 
in Leadville, and one in Denver.

A pespatou from St. Paul says that a syndicate has 
been formed of wealthy gentlemen, more or less inti- 
mately connected with the Northern Pacific, to build a

Artintery AND Rirviss.—In the Franco-German war 
the casualties by rifle fire amounted to about 94 per 
cent. of the total loss; by artillery fire to only 5 per 
cent. No trustworthy estimate, so far as we are aware, 
has been formed regarding the comparative damage 
effected by the various arms in the Russo-Turkish war ; 
but it 1s certain that the percentage of loss from gun 
fire was very small, owing to the inaifferent handling of 
artillery on either side. Guns, then, even when well 
served, as were the German ones, do not effect that 
wholesale slaughter which would seem at first sight te 
be their raison etre. And there is no doubt that all 
armies—especially those with small manceuvring capac- 
ity—feel artillery to be a terrible incumbrance unless 
when deriving actual benefit from its support on the 
battle ground. Even an able and enterprising general, 
at the head of an easily handled force, must ponder 
much how he had best dispose of that interminable train

is powerless while in movement and against flank attack, 
and which demands the constant escort of another arm. 
But when armies are composed of raw material like 
that which went to swell the French armies on the 
Loire in 1870, then, indeed, the presence of a number 
of guns is embarrassing to a commander in the highest 
degree. Under such circumstances it has often hap- 
pened that a general has had to think more of how he 
is to preserve his guns from capture than how to utilize 
them ia action. Again, artillery is an arm costly to 
maintain and troublesome to keep efficient. Moreover, 
in the last war it proved wholly inadequate to the bat- 
tering down of well prepared earthworks or to reaching 
their defenders. Further, the principal projectile of 
artillery—namely, shrapnel shell—is most effective 
against troops in formation or grouped in the open; but 
now, through the utilization by scattered infantry units 
of cover at every step, the missile is continually being 
defrauded of an appropriate target. Again, the efficacy 
of gun fire is immensely increased at the closer ranges, 
but the growing power of the rifle tends to keep guns 
more and more at a distance. Lastly, it is acknow- 
ledged that, unless exceptionally, the parapets ot field- 
works are better occupied by rifles than by guns.— 
Saturday Review. 

Tuk two new corvettes built for the Chinese Govern 
ment by the firm of Sir W. Armstrong and Co., which 
arrived at Shanghai early in November, constitute the 
most formidable addition which has yet been made to 
the Chinese navy. They are unarmored, but carry 
guns of 26 tons and upwards. China now possesses, all 
told, a fleet of some 70 craft, about half of which have 
been built and equipped in her own arsenals at Shanghai 
and Foochow. These latter, however, scarcely deserve 
the name of men-of-war in these days. They are, with 
one exception, merely wooden boats carrying Arm- 
strong guns of modest calibre. The crews at present 
are formed on the happy-go-lucky principle, and no 
pains are taken to put them through a course of train- 
ing such as is deemed indispensable by other nations.
